Mute On Drinking Cha rg e 
His p leas were entered before 
the general court m artial board 
by his civilian attorney . Emile 
Zola Berman of New York City . 
To charges that he had been 
drinking in barracks and before a 
recru it p rior to the tragedy , Ber­ 
man said, “ the accused stands 
m u te.” 
Under the Code of Military Ju s­ 
tice, a mule p leading makes it 
mandatory for the law officer, in 
this case Navy Cap t. Irving N. 
Klein also of New York, to accep t 
it as a p lea of not guilty . 
While Berman wa's entering his 
p lea, McKeon stood at rigid at­ 
tention, his ey es focused on the 
floor.

Char­ 
les Seiver of Jacksonville. 111., and 
Berman over the maximum sen­ 
tence McKeon could receive if con­ 
victed. 
Berman contends the maximum 
is four y ears and nine months, 
and Seiver say s it is six y ears and 
three months. The m atter will 
have to be settled later by Klein. 

Mass., 
Marine p romises to be a long one 
lasting two or more weeks and 
one which will see p revious Ma­ 
rine training methods thoroughly 
exp lored.

WASHINGTON. July 17 
President Eisenhower said today 
the nation’s civil defense must be 
made stronger because of “ sp ec­ 
tacular develop ments in weap ons 
and methods of delivery .” 
He said this means, for one 
thing, that the federal government 
must take over "a larger resp on­ 
sibility in our national p lan of 
civil defense.” 
Eisenhower made these state­ 
ments in a letter to Val Peterson, 
head of the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration. He asked Peter­ 
son to sit in on Cabinet meetings 
hereafter “to help ensure that the 
Civil Defense p rogram is fully in­ 
tegrated into our national p lan­ 
ning.” 


Pro g ra m Under Fire 


The letter follows much criti­ 
cism, at congressional investiga­ 
tions and elsewhere, of the p resent 
p rogram.

Measure Stripped 
Of Features Which

Pa rlia mentry Ta pe Cut 
Eisenhower had objected that j 
this “ would destroy the clear lines 
of resp onsibility which the Con­ 
stitution p rovides” between the ex­ 
ecutive and legislative branches of 
government. 
He vetoed the bill with an "u r­ 
gent recommendation” that it be 
re-enacted without the require­ 
ment of advance committee ap ­ 
p roval for missile and housing 
p rojects. 
Slashing through the usual p ar­ 
liam entary tap e, the House Armed 
Services Committee ap p roved the 
new measure this morning and 
then the full House p assed it by 
unanimous consent.

Security bill carry ing a trail - 
breaking p rogram of benefits for 
disabled p ersons starting at age 
50 and lowering the retirem ent 
age for women from 65 to 62. 
The vote was 90-0. 
The measure now goes to con­ 
ference with the House, which vot­ 
ed the .same benefits overwhelm­ 
ingly a y ear ago 372 to 31. But 
there were several differences to 
be adjusted before the bill can go 
to President Eisenhower. 
The final Senate p roduct rep re­ 
sented a big victory for the Senate 
Democratic leadership in the face 
of strong op p osition from the Ei­ 
senhower administration. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
under the leadership of Sen. By rd 
(D-Va), and at the request of the 
administration, 
had 
l a r g e l y 
strip p ed from the bill both the 
disability p rovision and the low- 
ered retirem ent age for women. 
Camp aign M aterial 
Senate D e m o c r a t i c leaders 
holding up votes on the measure, 
fought an up hill battle in the last 
few weeks to find accep table com­ 
p romises to p ut them back in.

The final Senate product rep re­ 
sented a big victory for the Senate 
D em ocratic leadership in the face 
of strong opposition from the E i­ 
senhower adm inistration. 
The Senate Finance Com m ittee 
under the leadership of Sen. Byrd

Campaign Material 
Senate D e m o c r a t i c leaders 
holding up votes on the m easure, 
fought an uphill battle in the last 
lew weeks to find acceptable com ­ 
prom ises to put them back in.

MARTINSBURG, W. Va. if) - 
Orchardists in Morgan. Berkeley 
and Jefferson counties have made 
a tentative requisition tor 200 Ba­ 
hamians to work in this area dur­ 
ing the apple harvest season. 
The request was made by the 
Tri-County Labor Camp after a 
conference with representatives of 
the U. S. Employment Service 
Arrangements had to be made 
early so that the requisition can 
be passed on to the Bahamian 
government. Growers are permit- j 
ted to scale down their request 
within two weeks of the scheduled 
arrival of the workers, usually 


about Sept. I. 
The workers, as in previous 
years, will come here from the 
vegetable fields of Minnesota and 
will go from here late in October 
after the apple harvest to the 
citrus plantations in Florida 
They will be housed and fed at 
the Tri-County building two miles 
east of Martinsburg.

Growers Cooperative 


Processing firms are not includ­ 
ed in the newly formed organiza­ 
tion. whirh will be a cooperative 
for the growers who feel it will 
help them get a better price for 
their fruit and a standard price 
for the processor stock — fruit 
which does not sell on the fresh 
market or is left over after the 
fresh market has been filled. 
Growers say there are numerous 
reasons why they are forced to 
form such an organization. 
Up to the present, the apple peo­ 
ple have dealt with the processing 
firms on an individual basis. Be-

The car that is adequate fo r o rdinary 
trav el mig ht find the no n-sto p, hig h-speed g rind 
to o much—just as tires no t y et to o smo o th fo r 5 0 
m iles may fail, with trag ic results, under the pace 
set o n a superhig hway . 
So the first piece o f adv ice fo r the driv er 
unfamiliar with turnpikes beg ins with the o bserv a­ 
tio n that he do esn’t hav e to maintain the max imum 
leg al speed ev en if these hig hway s are meant to 
reduce trav el time. 
The driv er sho uld select a 
speed he kno ws he can handle and adjust it do wn­ 
ward when weather and o ther co nditio ns dictate. 
The man at the wheel sho uld dev o te his entire 
attentio n to the task, leav ing map reading , scenery , 
and sandwiches to o thers o r until he pauses o n the 
side stripe with wheels well o ff the pav ing . He 
sho uld maintain an increasing ly g reater distance 
fro m o ther cars as his speedo meter climbs. And 
let him beware o f the lo ss o f judg ment abo ut speed,

where 
driv ers fail to slo w do wn quickly eno ug h fo r traf­ 
fic co nditio ns ahead o r fo r ex it ramps leading to 
restaurants and serv ice statio ns. 
To bo il it do wn, 4 0 -mile-an-ho ur thinking is 
dang ero us to the man at the wheel o f an auto mo ­ 
bile trav eling 70 miles an ho ur.

Congress' Action On Red China Warning To World

The Toughest Job 


There can be little question but tha* the toughest job 
in all this world is running for high office in the United 
States. It is a v ery unp leasant task because adv ersaries 
attack each other without mercy , on the assump tion that 
the p eop le will v ote for the man who has the better of 
two rep utations ruined during a camp aign. 
The only 
comp ensation for this inv asion of p riv acy and the twist­ 
ing of a man s motiv es is the nobility of the office. 
At any rate, President Eisenhower is willing to run 
for a second term, desp ite his heart and his ileum, and 
his running mate will be Richard Nix on. The Rep ub­ 
licans ex p ect to win this election and they p robably will, 
although no election can p ossibly be a foregone conclusion. 
The Democrats made a griev ous error in making 
such a fuss about Ike’s hea th. Any man can get sick 
and most men do when they p ass their six tieth birthday , 
as nature then makes a few p hy sical adjustments which 
may slow up the body as the mind reaches maturity . 
Some p eop le’s mmds remain juv enile forev er, which may 
hav e some adv antage, but an immature p erson does not 
belong in the Presidency . 
It must be assumed that 
Eisenhower knows what he is doing, because it is un­ 
believ able that a man of his training would risk his 
country for the p ride of a second term. 
The Democrats are still faced by the quandary as to 
whether there is a Democrat who can defeat Eisenhower. 
It was hop ed by some Democrats that they could make 
an issue of the President’s health, but that failed be­ 
cause it ran counter to good taste and only irritated 
many p ersons who felt sorry for the President. When 
somebody “stoop ed to bring in the ev idence of a hand­ 
writing ex p ert, the whole business became ludicrous. 
So Harry Truman adv ised the Democrats to drop the 
discussion about Ike’s health and to go in for attacking 
th« sp ecial interests, which in this Administration has 
come to mean, more or less, General Motors. The Attor­ 
ney General countered by bringing an anti-trust action* 
against General Motors on the subject of buses. Such 
an action takes y ears, if it is p ursued av idly . The p rob­ 
ability is that it will be solv ed by a consent decree which 
will in no way affect the net earnings of General Motors. 
Attacking the sp ecial interests is good sp ort in bad 
times, because then ev ery thing that is p rosp erous is a 
sp ecial interest. 
In good times, most p eop le are con­ 
cerned with making more dollars and making them go 
farther. Times are these day s p retty good, ex cep t for 
a few sp otty p laces. 
If conditions remain good up to 
Election Day , the sp ecial interests argument will not 
affect too many v otes. 
Actually , 1 think most p oliticians are wondering what 
the issue of the 1956 camp aign can be. Certainly it will 
not be the foreign p olicy . 
Ex cep t for a few inter­ 
nationalist ex tremists on the Democratic side, and a 
few isolationist ex tremists on the Rep ublican side, the 
bulk of both p arties fav or the same p olicy which started 
with Harry Hop kins in the time of Franklin D. Roose- 
v elt and has continued right through the first Eisen­ 
hower Administration. Neither side can attack the other 
on this subject. 
On the domestic side, the Democrats cannot attack 
the Rep ublicans for the national debt or high tax es be- 
» 


cause it all started with the Democrats and continued 
with the Rep ublicans. The tariff cannot be an issue be­ 
cause the Rep ublicans got lower tariff rates than the 
Democrats. May be immigration could be dev elop ed into 
something to quarrel about, but surely no big city Demo­ 
crat is p rep ared to op p ose the Eisenhower ideas on 
liberalization of the McCarran-Walter Act and the Refu­ 
gee Relief Act. Business, farmers, labor all get direct 
or indirect subsidies and got them in the time of Roose­ 
v elt and Truman as well as Eisenhower. 
Therefore, what is there to camp aign about? Person­ 
alities? Ike s health or his golf record: Stev enson’s sar­ 
torial get-up : Nix on's fitness to be President should Ike 
die? Are these camp aign issues? 
May be there is nothing else to talk about. At any 
rate, in 1 9 5 2 
, an issue could be made about Communism 
in the United States and ev ery body said he was against 
it but for a different reason and that he would use dif­ 
ferent methods to stamp it out. May be the Democrats 
will p ick that one up in 1956.

WASHINGTON—When the Con- 
gress of the United States by v ir­ 
tually unanimous v otes writes into 
8 law as imp ortant a p ronounce­ 
ment as the statement that it does 
not fav or admission of the Red 
China gov ernment into the United 
Nations, one would think this news 
would be widely p rinted in this 
country as well as abroad. 
But for some strange reason it 
wasn’t. It’s a my stery right on the 
door step of the “right to know” 
crusaders in the House Subcommit­ 
tee 
on 
Gov ernment 
Op erations 
which has lately become solicitous 
about the sup p ression—intentional 
or otherwise—of official news in 
other p arts of the gov ernment. 
Here is the ex act wording of Sec­ 
tion 110 in Public Law 6 03 as sign­ 
ed by the President on June 20, 
1 9 5 6 
: 
Warning To Wo rld 
“ It is the sense of the Congress 
that the Communist China gov ern­ 
ment should not be admitted to 
membership in the United Nations 
as the rep resentativ e of China.” 
This is an imp ortant warning to 
the world that both p olitical p arties 
in the United States hav e taken a 
firm p osition on the matter of re­ 
fusing to seat Red China’s gov ern­ 
ment in the United Nations. 
Yet 
in London where the p rime minis­ 
ters of the British Commonwealth 
were meeting in the last week of 
June and the first week in July , the 
conference was rep orted by the 
Uunited Press on July 2 as hav ing 
decided that admission of Red 
China could be achiev ed after the 
Nov ember elections in the United 
States. 
No such conclusion could p ossibly 
hav e been reached if the London 
newsp ap ers had told the story of 
the action of the U. S. Congress 
earlier in June. 
Nothing is more 
calculated to p roduce friction be­ 
tween friendly nations than sup ­ 
p ression of imp ortant news affect­ 
ing their relations. 
But the Brit­ 
ish newsp ap ers hav e 
a good alibi— 
they p robably didn’t get the item

So far as this corres­ 
p ondent can determine by a rev iew 
of a few newsp ap ers in this coun­ 
try , it wasn’t p rinted here either.

been made came from the p en of 
Dean Rusk, assistant secretary of 
state for Far Eastern Affairs, in a 
sp eech deliv ered before the China 
Institute banquet in New York City 
on May 18, 1951. Mr. Rusk was at 
the time a subordinate of Dean 
Acheson who was then secretary of 
state under the Truman adminis­ 
tration. 
What was said then can 
be said to be the American p olicy 
today under the Eisenhower-Dulles 
administration. Mr. Rusk said: 
Suppo rt Fro m Free Peo ple 
“We cannot p rov ide a formula to 
engage the unity of effort among 
all Chinese who lov e their country . 
But one thing we can say —as the 
Chinese p eop le mov e to assert their 
freedom and to work out their 
destiny in accordance with their 
own historical p urp oses, they can 
count up on tremendous

The Peip ing regime 
may be a colonial Russian gov ern­ 
ment—a Slav ic Manchukuo on a 
larger scale. It is not the gov ern­ 
ment of China. 
It does not p ass 
the first test. It is not Chinese. It 
is not entitled to sp eak for China in 
the community of nations. It is en­ 
titled only to the fruits of its own 
conduct—the fruits of aggression 
up on which it is now willfully , op ­ 
enly and senselessly embarked. 
“We recognize the national gov ­ 
ernment of the Rep ublic of China, 
ev en though the territory under its 
control is sev erely restricted. We 
believ e it more authentically rep ­ 
resents the v iews of the great body 
of the p eop le of China, p articularly 
their historic demand for indep ­ 
endence from foreign control.

y on. They are making none of the 
mistakes of the natural gas lobby 
which stubbed its toe when it 
tried, in effect, to bribe Senator 
Case of South Dakota. 
Guy Cordon, who as an ex -Sena­ 
tor. has the p riv ilege of mingling 
with his former colleagues on the 
Senate floor, is p art of this lobby .

All sorts of elaborate theories 
hav e been p ut forward to justify 
the v ery heav y reductions in the 
armed forces which

Joint Chiefs of Staff. But there is 
hardly an informed man in the 
Pentagon who has the slightest 
p riv ate doubt that the theories are 
so much camouflage for the fol­ 
lowing simp le tacts. 
The Eisenhower administration 
came to p ower committed to lower 
tax es and balance the budget.

Wo n’t Last Fo rev er 
Ev en the “new look,” howev er, 
would not hav e p ermitted a bal­ 
anced budget for the current fis­ 
cal y ear if it had not been for an 
artificial p rocess of “one shot” de­ 
fense reductions. For the current

Secretary Wilson has thus or­ 
dered that defense estimates for 
the nex t fiscal y ear be held down 
to about the current lev el, or at 
most only a billion or so more.

A hy drogen 
attack on the Sov iet emp ire would 
result, Gav in said, in “sev eral hun- 
dred million deaths from radioac­ 
tiv e fallout ” The deaths would ex ­ 
tend well back into Western Eu­ 
rop e.” or deep into Asia, “dep end- 
ing on which way the wind blew.” 
Thus, in case of future local 
Communist aggression, the United 
States would be left with the choice 
of killing sev eral hundred million 
p eop le, including our friends, or 
doing nothing at all. The adminis­ 
tration’s much-v aunted “new look.” 
in short, threatens to leav e thi* 
country in the hop eless situation of 
a p oliceman armed only with a 
weap on which, if used, will des- 
troy not only the criminal at which 
it is aimed, but sev eral city blocks 
round about.

♦ Less Time To Think 
On Superhighways 


Those who will be first-timers this year in 
driving on the nation’s spreading network of super­ 
highways, are headed for a new experience. And 
they will be safer if they recognize in advance that 
driving on ordinary roads and on the high-speed 
turnpikes, are indeed two different things. 
On lim ited access highways where legal speeds 
are as high as 60 and 70 m iles an hour and where 
mile a fte r m ile of p erfect surface invites the driver 
to keep at top speed, the unwary may fail to 


realize th a t decisions m ust be m ade much faster 


th an on o th e r roads. 
Thighs the danger that led to an article in a 
recent issue of Changing Times, for it is increas­ 
ingly necessary for drivers to learn the knack of 
turnpike driving. More than 1.600 miles of high­ 
speed toll roads have been opened since 1940. 
Approximately 1.400 miles more are under con­ 
struction and another 8.000 miles are authorized 
or proposed for the next few years. 
Bad d riving habits m ay not have too serious 
re su lts at low speed, b u t at 60 and TO miles the 
co n sequences a re m agnified. 
Also, the driver's 
reactio n s m ay be quick eno u g h at 40 but deadly 
slow a t 60 
T h e car that is adequate for ordinary 
trav e l m ight find th e non-stop, high-speed grind 
too much—ju st as tire s not yet too smooth for 50 
m iles may fail, w ith tragic results, under the pace 
set on a superhighway. 
So the first piece of advice for the driver 
unfamiliar with turnpikes begins with the observa­ 
tion that he doesn’t have to maintain the maximum 
legal speed even if these highways are meant to 
reduce travel time. 
The driver should select a 
speed he knows he can handle and adjust it down­ 
ward when weather and other conditions dictate. 
The man at the wheel should devote his entire 
attention to the task, leaving map reading, scenery, 
and sandwiches to others or until he pauses on the 
side stripe with wheels well off the paving. 
He 
should maintain an increasingly greater distance 
from other cars as his speedometer climbs. And 
let him beware of the loss of judgment about speed, 
a 
hazard 
which 
haunts 
superhighways 
where 
drivers fail to slow down quickly enough for traf­ 
fic conditions ahead or for exit ramps leading to 
restaurants and service stations. 
To boil it down, 40-mile-an-hour thinking is 
dangerous to the man at the wheel of an automo­ 
bile traveling 70 miles an hour.

Congress Action On Red China Warning To World

The Toughest Job 


There can be little question but that the toughest job 
in all this world is running for high office in the United 
States. It is a very unpleasant task because adversaries 
attack each other without mercy, on the assumption that 
the people will vote for the man who has the better of 
two reputations ruined during a campaign. 
The only 
compensation for this invasion of privacy and the twist­ 
ing of a man s motives is the nobility of the office. 
At any rate. President Eisenhower is willing to run 
for a second term , despite his heart and his ileum, and 
his running mate will be Richard Nixon. The Repub­ 
licans expect to win this election and they probably will, 
although no election can possibly be a foregone conclusion. 
The Democrats made a grievous error in making 
such a fuss about Ike’s health. Any man can get sick 
and most men do when they pass their sixtieth birthday, 
as nature then makes a few physical adjustments which 
may slow up the body as the mind reaches m aturity. 
Some p e l l e t minds remain juvenile forever, which may 
have some advantage, but an immature person does not 
belong in the Presidency. 
It must be assumed that 
Eisenhower knows what he is doing, because it is un­ 
believable that a man of his training would risk his 
country for the pride of a second term. 
The Democrats are still faced by the quandary as to 
whether there is a Democrat who ran defeat Eisenhower. 
It was hoped by some Democrats that they could make 
an issue of the President's health, but that failed be­ 
cause it ran counter to good taste and only irritated 
many persons who felt sorry for the President. 
When 
somebody stooped to bring in the evidence of a hand­ 
writing expert, the whole business became ludicrous. 
So Harry Truman advised the Democrats to drop the 
discussion about Ike s health and to go in for attacking 
the special interests, which in this Administration has 
come to mean, more or less. General Motors. The Attor­ 
ney General countered by bringing an anti-trust action* 
against General Motors on the subject of buses. 
Such 
an action takes years, if it is pursued avidly. The prob­ 
ability is that it will be solved by a consent decree which 
will in no way affect the net earnings of General Motors. 
Attacking the special interests is good sport rn bad 
times, because then everything that is prosperous is a 
special interest. 
In good times, most people are con­ 
cerned with making more dollars and making them go 
farther. Times are these days pretty good, except for 
a few spotty places. 
If conditions remain good up to 
Election Day, the special interests argument will not 
affect too many votes. 
Actually, I think most politicians are wondering what 
the issue of the 1956 campaign can be. Certainly it will 
not be the foreign policy. 
Except for a few inter­ 
nationalist extremists on the Democratic side, and a 
few isolationist extremists on the Republican side, the 
bulk of both parties favor the same policy which started 
with Harry Hopkins in the time of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt and has continued right through the first Eisen­ 
hower Administration. Neither side can attack the other 
on this subject. 
On the domestic side, the Democrats cannot attack 
the Republicans tor the national debt or high taxes be­ 
c a u s e it all started with the Democrats and continued 
P with the Republicans. The tariff cannot be an issue be­ 
cause the Republicans gin lower tariff rates than the 
Democrats. Maybe immigration could be developed into 
something to quarrel about, but surely no big city Demo­ 
crat is prepared to oppose the Eisenhower ideas on 
liberalization of the McCarran-Walter Act and the Refu­ 
gee Relief Act. 
Business, farmers, labor all get direct 
or indirect subsidies and got them in the time oi Roose­ 
velt and Truman as well as Eisenhower. 
Therefore, what is there to campaign about? Person­ 
alities? Ikes health or his golf record: Stevenson's sar­ 
torial get-up; Nixon s fitness to be President should Ike 
die? Are these campaign issues? 
Maybe there is nothing else to talk about. At any 
rate, in 1952. an issue could be made about Communism 
iii the United States and everybody said he was against 
it but for a different reason and that he would use dif­ 
ferent methods to stamp it out. 
Maybe the Democrats 
will pick that one up in 1956.

WASHINGTON—When the Con­ 
gress of the United States by vir­ 
tually unanimous votes writes into 
a law as important a pronounce­ 
ment as the statem ent that it does 
not favor admission of the Red 
China government into the United 
Nations, one would think this news 
would be widely printed in this 
country as well as abroad. 
But for some strange reason it 
wasn’t. It s a mystery right on the 
door step of the “ right to know’’ 
crusaders in the House Subcommit­ 
tee 
on 
Government 
Operations 
which has lately become solicitous 
about the suppression-intentional 
or otherwise—of official news in 
other parts of the government. 
Here is the exact wording of Sec­ 
tion HO in Public Law 603 as sign­ 
ed by the President on June JO, 
1956: 
Warning To World 
“ It is the sense of the Congress 
that the Communist China govern­ 
ment should not be admitted to 
membership in the United Nations 
as the representative of China.’’ 
This is an important warning to 
the world that both political parties 
in the United States have taken a 
firm position on the m atter of re­ 
fusing to seat Red China s govern­ 
ment in the United Nations. 
Yet 
in London where the prime minis­ 
ters of the British Commonwealth 
were meeting in the last week of 
June and the first week in July, the 
conference was reported by the 
Uunited Press on July 2 as having 
decided 
that 
admission of 
Red 
China could be achieved after the 
November elections in the United 
States. 
No such conclusion could possibly 
have been reached if the London 
newspapers had told the story of 
the action of the U. S. Congress 
earlier in June. 
Nothing is more 
calculated to produce friction be­ 
tween friendly nations than sup­ 
pression of important news affect­ 
ing tneir relations. 
But the Brit­ 
ish newspapers have a good alibi­ 
lity probably didn’t get Hie item

So far as this corres­ 
pondent can determine by a review 
of a few newspapers in this coun­ 
try, it wasn’t printed here either.

speech delivered before the China 
Institute banquet in New York City 
on May 18, 1951. Mr. Rusk was at 
the time a subordinate of Dean 
Acheson who was then secretary of 
state under the Trum an adminis­ 
tration. 
What was said then can 
be said to be the American policy 
today under the Eisenhower-Dulles 
administration. 
Mr. Rusk said: 
Support From Free People 
“ We cannot provide a formula to 
engage the unity of effort among 
all Chinese who love their country. 
But one thing we can say—as the 
Chinese people move to assert their 
freedom and to work out their 
destiny in accordance with their 
own historical purposes, they can

WASHINGTON 
AU sorts of elaborate theories 
have been put forward to justify 
the very heavy reductions in the 
arm ed forces which 
have 
been 
proposed by Slcretary of Defense 
Charles Wilson and Admiral 'Ar­ 
thur Radford, chairman 
of 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. But there is 
hardly an informed man in the 
Pentagon who has 
the 
slightest 
private doubt that the theories are 
so much camouflage for the fol­ 
lowing simple facts. 
The Eisenhower administration 
came to power committed to lower 
taxes and balance the budget. Both 
laudable 
objectives 
have 
been 
achieved, largely thanks 
to the 
“ new look” 
at 
defense 
policy, 
which has permitted very sharp 
reductions in previously planned 
defense levels. 
Won’t Last Forever 
Even the “ new look," however, 
would not have permitted a bal­ 
anced budget for the current tis- 
ca’ year if it had not been for an 
artificial process of “one shot” de­ 
fense reductions. For the current 
fiscal year the 
armed 
services 
were told, in effect, to live off 
their capital in order to permit a 
balanced budget. 
But it is not possible to live off 
capital forever. On the contrary, 
artificially low 
defense spending 
for one fiscal year spells artificial­ 
ly high defense spending for the 
next. Moreover, certain military 
hardware — like the B-52 heavy 
bomber—is 
reaching 
the 
stage 
where it must be bought and paid 
for. Thus the adm inistration’s fis­ 
cal chickens are suddenly coming 
home to roost. 
The powers that be in the ad­ 
ministration have been horrified by 
the size of the unwelcome birds. 
For example, in order to maintain 
the agreed-upon force levels for 
the Air Force (which many air 
officers, like Gen. Curtis LeMay, 
consider 
already 
grossly 
inade­ 
quate! it will be necessary to up 
Air Force spending a cool $6 bil­ 
lion in the next fiscal year. 
Similarly, the artificial savings 
for the other two services must 
also be made up in the next fis­ 
cal year. Preliminary estimates by 
the services have put the overall 
increase in the neighborhood of $12 
billion. Final and official estimates 
must be submitted to Secretary 
Wilson by October I. 
Only One Method 
Any 
such 
increase 
would 
of 
course knock the budget for the 
next fiscal year into a cocked hat. 
It would also knock into a cocked 
hat the adm inistration’s budget- 


balancing boasts, which are count­ 
ed on heavily as campaign mater­ 
ial for this election year. 
Secretary Wilson has thus or­ 
dered that defense estimates for 
the next fiscal year be held down 
to about the current level, or at 
most only a billion or so more. 
Because the current level is arti­ 
ficial, there is only one way that 
this can be done, other than by 
abandoning the 137-wing air force 
program, to which the administra­ 
tion is absolutely committed. 
It can only be done by the kind 
of very sharp reduction in military 
manpower which Wilson and Rad­ 
ford have been proposing to the 
dismayed Joint Chiefs. It is well ta 
understand what a cut in manpow­ 
er of 500,000 to 800.000 men would 
mean. 
It would mean a large scale with­ 
drawal of American forces from 
Europe, which would drive the last 
nail into NATO’s coffin. In a large 
sense, it would also mean that the 
United States had passed the point 
of no return in total dependence 
on the Strategic Air Command s 
ability to deliver hydrogen bombs 
to enemy targets. 
No sensible man disputes that 
SAC must have the power to de­ 
liver its hydrogen bombs, if the 
worst comes to the worst. But is is 
highly significant that Gen. Nathan 
Twining, Air Force chief of staff, 
has joined the Army and Navy 
chiefs in protesting the proposed 
cuts. As one high Air Force offi­ 
cial 
has 
rem arked, “ We 
don't 
want to be left all alone with SAC." 
Spelled Out By Gavin 
The meaning of being 
left all 
alone with SAC was spelled out in 
Lt. Gen. Jam es 
Gavin’s 
recent 
testimony before the Senate Air 
Power Subcommittee. A hydrogen 
attack on the Soviet empire would 
result, Gavin said, in “ several hun­ 
dred million deaths from radioac­ 
tive fallout ” The deaths would ex­ 
tend well back into Western Eu­ 
rope," or deep into Asia. “ depend­ 
ing on which way the wind blew." 
Thus, in case of 
future 
local 
Communist aggression, the United 
Slates would be left with the choice 
of killing several hundred million 
people, including our fnends, or 
doing nothing at a11. The adminis­ 
tration s much-vaunted “ new look." 
in short, threatens to leave this 
country in the hopeless situation of 
a policeman arm ed only with a 
weapon which, if used, will des­ 
troy not only the criminal at which 
it is aimed, but several city blocks 
round about.

"Joe and Mabel” is a half-hour 
comedy series which the tall brass 
at CBS-TV has been wrestling with 
for a year or so now and, after 
the first couple of episodes, it’s 
easy to understand their indecision 
over there. It just isn t very good. 
On the other hand, it isn’t very 
bad either. I can see why a net­ 
work with a lot of money tied up 
in the thing might blow hot and 
cold but I don't know that the 
average viewer, with only a half­ 
hour to spend or not to spend, is 
going to be troubled by any such 
doubts.
